tapped for 
RMLD audit

READING - The Reading 
Municipal Light Department 
Oversight Task Force met for 
the second time on Thursday, 
December 27 and selected a 
private company to complete a 
full forensic and investigative 
audit. 

An audit on RMLD became 
necessary when in December 
Acting Inspector General Greg 
Sullivan revealed in a report 
his allegations that some 
RMLD staffers abused the 
company’s credit card at rate 
payers’ expense. Wilmington 
residents are among those in 
the region who receive their 
electricity from RMLD. 

Melanson Heath and 
Company and Price 
Waterhouse Coopers made pre- 
sentations before the seven- 
member task force. 

The Oversight Task Force 
voted unanimously for “recom- 
mendation of Melanson Heath 
and Company, subject to an 
adequate funding mechanism.” 

The task force recommended 
that Melanson Heath and 
Company conduct a full foren- 
sic and investigative audit of 
RMLD's entertainment and 
travel, credit card expendi- 
tures. 

John Sullivan, a principa! 
with Melanson Heath and 
Company, said that they could 
start the investigative and 
auditing work within 10 days of 
being selected. 

Sullivan also estimated that 
the entire process would take 
one to three months (450 
hours). According to Sullivan, 
hourly rates are between $40 
and $140. 

The cost of the audit would be 
in the area of $46,000 and would 
involve examining the 
Inspector General's report, 
detailing the analysis of files 
and interviewing RMLD 
employees, town officials and 
those who oversee such expen- 
ditures. 

Sullivan outlined for the task 
force his extensive background

Selectman Cummings said. 
“The Inspector General's 
Report specifically overlooked 
airfare. We want that looked at, 
so the community and RMLD 
sees the entire picture.” 

RMLD General Manager 
Leonard Rucker spoke briefly 
at the end of the meeting and 
said, “We will not withhold 
information, and we will not 
interfere in the process.” 

Many questions were raised 
regarding who would pay for 
the audit.

ly don’t knaow, but I wouldn't 
be surpri-sed if he got so-ome 
tobacco juice in hi-is eye!” 

‘The trading of horses in those 
days was the final test of a 
man’s ability, and any trick 
was legal - as long as you could 
get away with it. “Doctored” 
horses were common, and the 
easiest way to disguise a stolen 
horse was to cover him with 
coffee grounds, which, for a 
day or two, would make white 
hair appear brown. 

A Wakefield physician bought 
uch a horse, which Herb rec- 
ygnized instantly as being a 
ringer.” The physician asked 
Herb for his opinion of this fine 
bit of horseflesh. 

“Daon’'t take hi-im out in the 
ra-in," said Herb. 

In 1893, Herb bought an old 
farmhouse near Perry's Corner 
Lucci’s). He paid $1300 for the 


farm with about 75 acres of 
land. That land is now the site 
of Textron. 

Herb was a farmer, a contrac- 
tor and a logger at the time he 
moved to Wilmington. He still 
helped out on his father’s farm, 
which was in Reading near the 
Wilmington line on Lowell 
Street. He helped his father out 
on the milk routes. 

A few years later, Herb had a 
chance to buy Jake Manning's 
North Wilmington Nursery. 
Manning had had a nursery in 
Reading ever since the end of 
the Civil War. The nursery was 
located between High Street 
and the railroad, in what later 
became part of the best real 
estate in Reading. Jake was in 
a little trouble, financially, and 
had to sell his North 
Wilmington property. Herb 
jumped at the chance — and 
that's how he got into the nurs-

There are many different types of tax- 


ery business so long associated 
with his name. Herb logged a 
good part of Wilmington, for 
white pine, while he was still a 
young fellow. He built dams in 
the Garden of Eden to float 
Jogs out in the spring floods. He 
also logged most of the land 
between Andover Street and 
the North Reading line. 

In 1906, he was on the building 
committee that built the 
Whitefield School — he testified 
about it in the Harriman 
Tannery trial in the early 1950s. 
In 1912, Herb was elected a 
selectman in Wilmington. He 
was a selectman twice, but not 
for long. In order to be a select- 
man, a person has to win a pop- 
ularity contest, and Herb was 
too blunt, too honest to win that 
kind of a contest, but it proba- 
bly made him a better select- 
man. 

It was in 1912, we think, that a 
man named Carter burned 
down his own barn, down near 
the Burlington line. 

Both the Wilmington and 
Burlington fire departments 
galloped over to put out the 
fire, but Carter was standing in 
the doorway with a rifle, threat- 
ening to shoot the first man 
who stepped on his property — 
so everybody just watched the 
barn burn down. Carter told the 
firemen that a man had a right 
to burn his barn down, if he 


wanted to. The next day, the 
chiefs of police from both 
Wilmington and Burlington vis- 
ited Carter to arrest him. But 
he got the drop on them and 
they left without their man. 

Herb was chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen. He got into 
his best bib and tucker, hitched 
up the buggy, and drove over to 
see Carter. 

“The-ey tell me-ee yaou're a 
pret-ty go-od ma-an at shoo- 
ooting woo-oodchucks,” he said. 

Carter allowed that he was. 

“We-ell,” said Herb, “I got a 
bunch I'd li-ike to get ri-id of.” 

Carter was all ears. “Wait ‘til 
I get my gun,” he said, “I'll get 
rid of those woodchucks for 
you.” 

“Wai-it a minute,” said Herb, 
“I haven’t ha-ad my breakfast. 
Let’s go daown to Arthur 
Hamilton's lunchcart first, and 
the-en we'll co-ome ba-ack and 
ge-et yaour gun.” 

So Carter got into the buggy 
with Herb and Herb didn’t stop 
until he had Carter in the 
Danvers Insane Asylum. 

Another story about Herb was 
the Jackson Club, which stood 
on Grove Avenue, near Wild 
Avenue. Back in 1912, it was a 
hangout for a bunch of 
Charlestown toughs, and one 
summer night they were rais- 
ing Cain, throwing women out 
the windows and all sorts of

upstairs in a camp on Jones 
Avenue, after a crazed gunman. 
Herb was the bravest of the 
brave. But it wasn’t just physi- 
cal bravery. Herb was one of 
the most astute parliamentari- 
ans ever to live in Wilmington, 
and he knew the state laws on 
municipal finance forwards 
and backwards. This made him 
the most valuable man to ever 
sit on the Wilmington Finance 
Committee, of which he was a 
member since its founding in 
1925 right up to the day of his 
death in 1961. 

Sometimes we suspected Herb 
made up the laws he quoted, 
but no one could ever quote him 
down, and he generally won the

Redmen bounce 'Cats 
in tournament final

Over the last few years the ri- 
valry between the Tewksbury and 
Wilmington boys’ basketball teams 
has certainly heated ap much like 
it was in the early 90’s when the 
annual Knights of Columbus (and 
now Larry McGrath) Christmas 
Tournament was held. 

The teams had exchanged 
championship trophies in each of 
the last few years, On Friday night 
the two different style teams met, 
and not only did they live up expec- 
tations of having a terrific 
back-and-forth game, but the ri- 
valry is as high as it was after the 
68-66 victory for Tewksbury. 

“Wilmington is a great team,” 
said Tewksbury coach Jim Sullivan. 
“They made us doa lot of things we 
didn't want to do. Valence 
(Nwachukwu] is a lot different 
player this year than he was last 
year - he's very unselfish but he 
also understands when it’s time to 
take a game over. I think we did a 
good job on him.” 

Nwachuwku and Tewksbury’s 
star player of the night Mike Rocco 
certainly did their part to keep the 
tradition going as best as they could 
The two of them constantly were 
around each other, mostly defend- 
ing the other person, but both of 
them also came up with some huge 
baskets. Rocco came away with 26 
points and 15 rebounds tobenamed 
the tournament MVP. Nwachukwu 
deposited 23 points including sev- 
eral clutch treys down the end. 

Inbetween their stats, the two 
of them had a few moment stare 
down after some contact and ther 
were separated by the referee be- 
fore he made sure the two “were 
cool”. And during rivalry games, 
those things happen. However with 
rivalries you also have respect 

“Valenceis.a great player,” said 
Rocco minutes after the game. “We 
had it tough trying to defend their 
entire team - but we wanted to 
disrupt as ngany shots as we could. 
But they are a good, tough team.” 

Wilmington started out of the 
gate very quick with a 15-4 lead 
thanks to some impressive shoot- 
ing by Mike Jordan (19 points 
including 12in the first half). Wilm- 
ington led 27-19 with 5 minutes to 
go but a strong end of the half push 
by Tewksbury trimmed the deficit 
to 33-30 at the break. 

Tewksbury took advantage of 
Wilmington missing its first five 
shots in the second half as Rocco, 
Paulo Caldoncelli (19 points, 16 
rebounds) and Andy Imbriglio all 
came up with big baskets to take a 
lead at 45-44 about half way through 
the second half. Despite the Wild- 
cats tying the game twice, 
Tewksbury never relinquished the 
lead the rest of the way. But in the 
closing minutes alot of fingernails 
were bitten off. 

Ahead 61-55 with 1:56 to go 
Tewksbury’s Mike Earley fouled 
out. Wilmington’s Craig Osgood, 
who Sullivan said “was very, very 
afraid of what he can do”, hit one of 
two free throws cutting it to a five 
point game. Nwachuwku stole the 
ball on Tewksbury’s next posses- 
sion and that led to a basket by Pat 
Taylor. Rocco hit for two from 


inside the paint and that foilowed 
witha huge crowd pleaser as Rocco 
went for a slam dunk only to miss. 
Nwachuwku grabbed the loose ball 
and ran up and connected on a 
jump shot making it 63-60 with 44.9 
left 

After a timeout Rocco connected 
again inside and Nwachukwu con- 
nected for a three-pointer making 
it 65-63 with 12.8 seconds left. Jay 
DiPrimio was then fouled and once 
again he had something to do with 
a Tewksbury victory as he nailed 
home two freebies for the game 
winning points. Nwachuwku hit a 
three-pointer with two seconds to 


go but that was it as Tewksbury 
held on for the 68-66 win 

“It was. a great, game,” said 
Wilmington coach Jim McCune 
“It was certainly everything we 
wanted to get out of a non-league 
game. “We had a lot of opportuni- 
ties to win but we just couldn't pull 
it out. This has turned into a great 
series. [Tewksbury] has some great 
players with Rocco and Paulo-and 
they played great but our kids cer- 
tainly played just as well. I think 
we found out that our kids won't 
take a back seat to anyone.”

He added that the shutdown 
period would be used to allow 
heavy equipment to roam 
freely over the development 
site for the Sierra Madre exhib- 
it. It will also save resources 
during a period when the Zoo 
sees fewer than 4,000 visitors. 

“We plan to reopen in time 
for the April vacation,” 
Linehan said. 

He noted that the new devel- 
opment that had been planned 
for Franklin Park would be put 
on hold until the Stone Zoo 
development has been complet 
ed. 

Linehan explained that 
some pieces of the exhibit 
would not be developed during 
this period due to the budget 
cuts. These would include a 
new flamingo exhibit and an 
underground prairie dog exhib-

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Plastic surgery a listed 
New Year's resolutions 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, Ill 
- After the ball drops and the 
parties end millions of 
Americans will resolve to eat 
right, exercise and do what it 
takes to get the look they want 
Plastic surgery joins the 
options used by many to keep 
their New Year's resolution to 
enhance or maintain a youthful 
appearance according to the 
American Society of Plastic 
Surgeons (ASPS.) 

"There is a continued trend 
for people in their 30s and 40s 
to visit a plastic surgeon for 
small, less invasive plastic 
surgery procedures," said ASPS 
President Edward Luce, MD.

"Twenty-five years ago 
women and men in their 50s 
and 60s would visit plastic sur- 
geons for facelifts to reduce the 
damage that smoking and lack 
of sunscreen had on their skin 
over the years," explained 
James Carraway, MD, Virginia 
Beach, Va. “Today, younger 
people are more proactive 
about looking healthy. They 
may come in ready for a 
facelift, but all they need is a 
little liposuction of the jowls or 
fat grafting around the chin 
and mouth area to get rid of 
fine lines that have begun to 
form." 

Combining small procedures 
to attain large results is anoth- 
er trend seen in plastic sur- 
geons offices. New York plastic 
surgeon Darrick Antell, MD, 
calls this practice "haute ccu- 
ture" plastic surgery. 

"Fine facial techniques can 
be used to give patients the 
look they want without a full 
facelift," explained Dr. Antell. 


"For instance, with age, the tip 
of the nose can drop - nasal tip 
plasty is a technique for trim- 
ming the cartilage in this area 
It has a dramatic etfect on the 
patient's look.

Across the country, Barry 
Weintraub, MD, Los Angeles, 
also combines small proce- 
dures to get large results. "To 
keep yourself looking younger 
longer, a combination of small 
techniques will produce dra- 
matic results," he said 
"Gentle liposuction can be done 
on the neck to eliminate sag- 
ging and a gentle chemical peel 
around the eyes will remove 


crows feet. The small cannu- 
las used in facial liposuction 
can also be used on other areas 
of the body for better sculpting. 
It takes longer, but it doesn't 
leave unsightly depression 
lines, that can occur with larg- 
er cannulas." 

A visit to a plastic surgeon's 
office begins with a thorough 
review of treatment options. In 
addition, plastic surgeons 
agree that exercise and a bal- 
anced diet are essential to look- 
ing and feeling young before 
and after plastic surgery. 

"Eating right and regular 
exercise empowers patients to 
take control of how they feel," 
said Brian Kinney, MD, Los 
Angeles, "These factors can 
also aid in the success of the 
plastic surgery procedures 
patients are requesting." 

Many plastic surgeons 
incorporate wellness programs 
in their practices. Dr. 
Carraway asks his patients to 
make lifelong commitments to 
better wellness and does not 
perform plastic surgery on 
patients who do not adhere to a 
wellness program 

The ASPS reminds patients 
to do their homework before 
choosing any procedure. Once 
tne decision for plastic surgery 
has been made, make sure the
